Learned to HT»k# 
Russia Leather. 


Jewell, like all men brought up to 
learn a trade, and who afterward 
lined 
prominence in affairs, made now uiid 
thou unconscious revelations of his early 
training. 
During one of the campaigns 
in which he was engaged he found him­ 
self at a country hotel where the table 
was bounteous, but the rooms few and 
small. It was necessary in order that the 
whole party might be housed for each 
lied to be occupied by two persons. The 
goveVnor's roommate was a youn.r poli­ 
tician, who could not hide his surprise 
when the governor just before retiring 
rolled the sleeves of his night shirt even 
as far up as his shoulders, and then

"Yon wonder why I do this," said 
the governor. 
"Well, I couldn't sleep 
unless I did. 
When I was a youngster 
learning the tannors' trado, I used to 
have my arms in the vats all day long, 
and at night my skin would smart as 
though I had been stung by nettles. 
I 
could not bear to have any cloth touch 
them. 
So I got the habit of rolling my 
shirt sleoves as far as I could, and thus 
1 have slept ever since. " 


When Jewell was minister to Russia, 
ho played a Yankee trick upon the Rus­ 
sians, the lienefits of which we are reap­ 
ing even to this day in this country. 
Like every other American tanner, he 
had long wanted to know the secret of 
the process of manufacturing Russian 
leather. 
He had experimented with a 
few dollars himself, only to learn that 
the secret was not to be discovered. 


When at the court of St. Petersburg, 
ho professed great interest in Russian 
industries and was shown through many 
of the manufactures there. 
By and by 
there came an opportunity to go through 
a factory where Russia leather was man­ 
ufactured. 
Jewell was all smiles and 
courtesies and seemed profoundly inter­ 
ested in those things which really did 
not interest him and wholly blind to tho 
very things he went to that place to 


see. 
But ho was not so blind as they 
thought. When lie came out of that fac­ 
tory, ho had discovered, as he beUeved, 
the prt>ce.ss, and he brought tho discov­ 
ery back to this country with him, so 
thi*t by and by tho United States began 
to turn out a very good article of leather 
resembling the Russian product.—Phil­ 
adelphia Press.

The Story of General JackHon'H Cotton Bale 
Breastworks a Pleasing Kictlon. 


There are few of tho schoolboys of 
several generations preceding tho pres­ 
ent who do not remember being taught 
that General Jackson won the battlo of 
Now Orleans by throwing up a breast­ 
work of cotton bales and meeting tho 
British assault behind them. 


A dramatic account of this was in all 
tho school histories and several others, 
and the novelty of tho affair appealod 
vividly to the imagination. 
The cold 
facts of later history prove this all to 
have been fiction. Henry Adams, in his 
history of Madison's administration, de­ 
scribes tho battlo of New Orleans and 
montions no such feature. 
McMaster, 
in his latest volume, refers to the story 
in a noto only to say that there were two 
or threo cotton bales used in one place, 
and they were either sot on fire or 
knocked out at once. 


Jackson's lino of breastworks was of 
earth irregularly thrown np and of vary­ 
ing height along its length. The trained 
sharpshooters of the west did great work 
as marksmen behind? it and so galled 
the heavily laden British troops that they 
had no alternative but to bo shot or re­ 
treat before the American line. 


Tho sohoolbook story used to bo that 
tho Americans lost six killed and seven 
wounded. 
McMaster places the figures 
of killed and wounded at 70. Tho Brit­ 
ish, it soenis, wero not all repulsed ac­ 
cording to the popular story. The right 
lino of the American troops was driven 
in, and the British loft advanced a mile 
in the rear of Jackson on the way to 
New Orleans. 


He was really flanked by this success, 
but the terrific slaughter he inflicted up­ 
on the British in the center, involving 
tho death of tho first and second generals 
in command, completely dispirited them 
and induoed tho return of that wing of 
their army that was on the way to tho 
city.—Boston Herald.

The 
Navel Orange and How It Came to 
This Country. 


The first navel orange was doubtless 
a freak or " s p o r t , " a s 
horticulturists 
say. 
To make such a fruit by artifice 
would be impossible. 
It is abnormal 
even iu tho bud. The navel shows in tho 
bud as early as the latter can be ex­ 
amined under the microscope. 
It may 
even be traced back to the flower, which 
is double—though that word does not 
express the idea very well, each blossom 
having a secondary blossom within it. 
In tho devoloped fruit tho navel is itself 
a secondary orange, in some specimens 
having a distinct skin surrounding it. 


Tho two story orango is no novelty. 
A book on horticulture 
published in 
1642 gives apicture of the navel orange 
and calls it "pomum Adami fostum. " 
This is tho earliest reference 
known. 
The blossoms rarely havo any pollen, and 
the fruit is usually, though not always, 
seedless. 
The variety is reproduced by 
budding. 
Whore it originated is not 
known w'fth certainty, but it was prob­ 
ably iu southern Asia 
Thence it was 
brought to the region of the Mediterra­ 
nean and eventually diffused 
over the 
world. 
A lady who hod traveled iu 
Brazil told Mr. Saunders, chief gardener 
of the department of agriculture, about 
the orange, which sho had seen in that 
country. 
Acting on this information, 
Mr. Saunders told a Star reporter that 
he sent to Bahiu and secured a dozen 
young budded trees. 
These reached the 
United States in 1870, being the first 
navel orango trees known here. 


From these trees others were propa­ 
gated 
One of tho first batch thus ob­ 
tained is now in tho oiiiugo house of tho 
department of agriculture. In 1873 two 
of tho trees were Sfnt to Mrs. L. C. Tib- 
bets of Riverside, Cal. At tho same timo 
others were sent to Florida. 
But thoso 
planted in California fruited more quick­ 
ly and wero the first to attract attention. 
It soon became evident that tho climate 
of that state was better suited to the 
cultivation of this variety. In Florida it 
is not sufficiently productive—i. e., does 
not boar freely enough to bo profitable. 
Nevertheless the finest navel 
oranges 
come from Florida, though they are not 
so handsome as those from California 
—Washington Star.

It Is In Old Paris, and a Silken American 


4 
Flag Always Floats Over It. 


"While in Paris a short while ago," 
said a travelor recently, " i t occurred to 
mo that it was a fitting act to mako a 
pilgrimage to the tomb of that illus­ 
trious Frenchman, dear to the hearts of 
all American patriots, Marquis de La­ 
fayette. I asked a number of people be­ 
fore I could find any one to enlighten 
me as to the spot, but after repeated in­ 
quiry ascertained its location. The grave 
is situated in old Paris, within tho 
grounds of a convent that tho ancestors 
of Lafayetto founded, and where repose 
tho remains of many of the French no­ 
bility.

The clock represents a 
railway station, with waiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket 
offices 
and a very pretty and natur. 1 platform, 
well lighted and having in its center a 
flower garden and a spoutii 
fountain. 
There are also signal boxes, lights, 
switches, water tanks—in fact, every­ 
thing used in conjunction with a well 
regulated railway station. 
There is a 
dial in tho center tower, which shows 
time at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
London. 
Every quarter of an hour tho 
station begins to show signs of 
life. 
First all of the little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
the head automaton going through the 
form of sending a dispatch to tho effect 
that " t h e lino is clear. " Then the door 
opens, and upon the platform 
appear 
the station master and his assistants. 
Next a long line of little figures file up 
to tho miniature ticket office. 


After this tho porters appear, carrying 
higgiige, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halts before the platform of the sta­ 
tion house. While tho train is waiting a 
miniature figure tests the wheels and 
axles 
with a tiny hammer, 
another 
pumps water into the tank of the en­ 
gine, while a third busies himself stow­ 
ing away small lumps of coal in the sil­ 
ver plated tender. 
There is one signal 
of the bell, whereupon tho d<Kir of the 
single coach opens, and the littlo figures 
slide in on an almost invisiblo wire, 
the opening closing after them. 
A sec­ 
ond tap of the boll is the signal for tho 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel carrier 
to retiro into the station house. 


After the third signal tho whistle 
gives two toots, nnd tho train qniekly 
disappears in a tunnel opposite to the 
ono from which it emerged five minutes 
before. 
When the train is out of sight, 
the station master and his assistants 
leavo tho platform, the doors close be­ 
hind them, and they all retire to tho 
other side of tho station house, where, 
at the expiration of 15 minutes, the 
train again appears, and the passengers 
file out and seat themselves in the build­ 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around tho station house.—St.

S E C . 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, 
must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M n d a y in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the n'glect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect 
by 
seizure 
and sale of any 
personal property o w n e d by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to g i v e 
his own name or the 
name of any person 
in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a line of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of 
age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax 
must lie paid on d e m a n d .

SPONGE GARDENING. 


PROFITABLE SEA FARMS ALONG T H E 


FLORIDA COAST. 


Interesting F M U Mot Generally 
K n o w n 
Concerning; an Article of Utility—Aaalat- 
anoe R e n d e r e d the I n d u s t r y b y t h e O O T - 
ernmentfa Fish Commission. 


Ever since the sponge fisheries of the 
Bahamas and the gulf ooast of Florida 
showed signs'of becoming exhausted ef­ 
forts have been made to cultivate sponges 
on farms or artificial beds, and more re­ 
cently science has tried to imitate the 
genuine article by converting the soft 
fiber of the ooooanut leaves And shells 
into sponges of commercial 
value. 
Sponge farming is now a successful in­ 
dustry, and hundreds of acres in the gulf 
of Mexico along the Florida coast are 
planted with "sponge cuttings" and 
seeds. The work is not dissimilar in 
many respects to oyster culture. The 
young sponges are planted in water 
along the coast varying from one to five 
fathoms in depth. 


A few years ago the fish commis­ 
sioners had their attention called to the 
sponge fisheries off the Florida coast, 
and after finding that the beds were be­ 
ing rapidly depleted of the best stock, 
an examination of the fisheries was made 
to ascertain some way of preserving 
them. The specimens of sponge taken to 
Washington in the autumn of the year 
were found to be reproductive if the 
proper conditions were supplied. The 
Hponges in the autumn were found to de­ 
velop masses of protoplasm or spores, 
which in the spring nf the year were lib 
erated. These spores Contained the small 
reproductive particles from which the 
sponges developed. Some of the sponge* 
experimented with did not reproduce 
their kind at all, and it was found that 
in order to cultivate the sponges it was 
necessary to plant sponges that pro­ 
duced certain cells that contained the 
ova or egg and others that represented 
spermatozoa. 


A small sponge farm was established 
at Washington, and then others along 
the Florida ooast as experiments. These 
proved successful, so that private indi­ 
viduals went into the business. 
There 
are many acres of sponge farms near 
Key West, and others at Anclote, Fla., 
and near Tampa. These farms were first 
supplied with their seeds from the fish 
commissioners, but now they are ob­ 
tained direct from the sponge fisheries. 
In the autumn of the year the various 
kinds of sponges are purchased by the 
sponge culturist, who generally takes an 
assortment that is sure to supply him 
with both the male and female cells. 


The beds, or forms, are usually locat­ 
ed at some well protected place along 
the coast and fenced in with natural for­ 
mations and artificial dams. The sponge 
BOO da aro kopt in small 
"pounds" 
through the winter, where the masses of 
protoplasm develop and grow. Early in 
the spring these spores are liberated in 
the 'larger body of water, where they 
soon swim around. The eggs continue to 
grow rapidly, and in a short time attach 
themselves to the rocks or ooral forma­ 
tion at the bottom of the water. 


It is very difficult to get the right 
location for an ideal sponge bed. An 
arm of the sea where the salt water 
flows in freely that has a natural hard 
bottom is the best 
Rocks, stones and 
other substances can be dropped at the 
bottom for the Bponges to fasten them­ 
selves to. The lagoon is then dammed 
up, so that when the seed is put in fresh 
it cannot float out to sea again. 
Some 
simply throw their sponges in such a 
lagoon in the fall of the year and lot tho 
protoplasm develop there. Under proper 
cultivation the sponges thus raised are 
stjierior to those found in the sea. Only 
the best varieties are propagated. The 
"sheepswool" is the choicest, with a tex­ 
ture fine, soft and strong. These sponges 
sell for from $1.50 to $3 a pound. The 
"yellow" sponge is next in quality, and 
its price is much less than the "eheeps- 
wooL" The "grass" sponge raised is 
very limited, for its value is too small 
to pay one for the troubla 


After the sponge farm is once started 
there is little more to do with it except 
at harvesting tima 
The sponges grow 
slowly and usually three years elapse be­ 
fore any are pulled tip. 
Then only the 
choicest, full grown ones are gathered. 
The others are left to produce new seeds 
and to reach a larger size. The picking 
of sponges in a farm of this nature is 
much simpler than to raise them from 
the deep waters of the gulf. Armed with 
a long leaded pole a boatman can easily 
haul up the sponges that he needs, and 
in the course of a day he could gather 
three times the quantity pulled up by 
the regular sponge fishermen off the 
ooast The water is comparatively shal­ 
low over the artificialbeds, and not dis­ 
turbed by tides, floating debris or winds. 
It is also very Clear and pellucid, so that 
one can see the bottom for a long dis­ 
tance down. Occasionally one finds a 
sponge farm where deep sea sponges are 
cultivated, and it is necessary, then, to 
have a diver to gather them. Here again 
the work is made easier. The diver runs 
no risk from sharks, tides or other in­ 
conveniences that daily beset those off 
the ooast 


The value of the sponge farm increases 
every year, despite the annual harvest 
that is token thorofrom. 
The new 
sponges are spreading until every square 
inch of the bottom and sides of the pond 
are covered with young and old sponges. 
If no diseases or enemies get into the 
bed, the sponges will then yield enor­ 
mous orops year after year. The annual 
income from a good sized bed ranges 
from $1,000 to $10,000, according to its 
size, location and age.—Philadelphia 
Timea.
